So again wo wish to impress on our readers that the statement of 


fact made above about seven newspapers out of eight in this county" 
passing in their checks in the last eight years is not made boastfully 
nor ior any reason otuer tnan to slate a bare iact and poiiu a 
plain economic lesson. 


That The Tribune eight years ago was the weakest of these, eight
